The focus at convocation cere¬ 
monies shifted from pride to 
plagiarism yesterday as the 
University of Alberta struggled to 
deal with a dean who admitted 
stealing part of his inspirational 
speech to future doctors. 

While the school said it would 
use “due diligence” in the han¬ 
dling of Dr. Philip Baker’s address 
to medical school graduates, 
students reacted with everything 
from resigned shrugs to outright 
indignation. 

“I don’t even care to see him 
here anymore,” said Hart Stad- 
nick, adjusting his cap and gown 
before receiving his master’s 
degree in lab medicine. 

“I think he should either step 
down or be removed and, if that

Flying high 
with Westjet 

Calgary travellers likely 
toked their way into the 
Canadian record books 
earlier this month. 

As first reported yester¬ 
day on metronews.ca/ 
calgaiy, the group of four 
boarded a Westjet flight 
June 2 with a marijuana 
vaporizer and proceeded 
to use it throughout the 
flight without any hassle 
from flight attendants or 
fellow passengers. 

Coincidentally, they 
were heading to a confer¬ 
ence regarding medical 
marijuana use in Toronto. 

“I just used it in my 
seat,” said Lisa Kirkman. 
“They don’t produce any 
smoke. That’s kind of the 
reason this can be done. 
There’s no combustion in¬ 
volved.” 

All four members are li¬ 
censed to use marijuana 
for medicinal purposes. 

Kirkman also used the 
drug while waiting to 
board to ease nausea. She 
had recently undergone 
intestinal surgery and was 
in a great deal of discom¬ 
fort. 

“I wouldn’t have been 
able to go without it,” she 
said. “It’s a long flight.” 

Representatives with 
Transportation Canada 
said this was the first time 
they had been alerted to a 
vaporizer being used 
aboard a plane and were 
looking into the matter. 

Westjet is waiting on 
confirmation from the or¬ 
ganization on whether the 
practice is acceptable, 
spokesperson Robert 
Palmer. 

Kirkman did call ahead 
to confirm with a 
representative at West- 
Jet’s call centre before 
bringing the vaporizer on¬ 
board. • JEREMY NOLAIS

Smoking outdoors may be 
pipe dream if city has its way 


O Coalition of health groups wants three-year phase-in of ban O Group 
says bylaw would also address cigarette butts as major source of litter

The city has ignited talks 
of smokers butting out in 
shared outdoor spaces. 

A total of 71 Canadian 
municipalities have 
adopted similar bylaws, 
65 per cent of which 
came into effect within 
the last three years. 

“I really encourage that 
we move forward on 
this,” said Coun. Amarjeet 
Sohi, who inquired about 
the ban in areas occupied 
by children back in 



March. 

A city report reviewing 
60 of the municipalities 
found spaces regulated by 
both full and partial bans 
to include playgrounds, 
recreation fields, park¬ 
land, beaches, walking 
trails and public-event 
grounds. 

Les Hagen, executive 
director for the coalition 
group Action on Smoking 
& Health, proposed a 
three-year phase-in period 
for a ban that would ini¬ 
tially prohibit smoking in 
youth-oriented areas, 
eventually extending to 


all parks and public 
events. 

Some smokers told 
Metro the ban would 
cause too much personal 
interference, but Ted 
Banks said he wouldn’t 
mind it. 

“But I haven’t been in¬ 
convenienced — not yet,” 
he said. 

A motion passed 3-1 
to receive more informa¬ 
tion and a recommended 
action plan, but Coun. 
Kerry Diotte was opposed 
because of how far- 
reaching he said the ban 
could be.

► According to the city's 
community standards 
branch, there are a “couple 
hundred” complaints 
about the issue each year. 

► The top three complaints 
include smoking on patios, 
within five metres of a 
doorway, window or air 
intake, and indoors — all 
prohibited by current bylaw. 
According to Action 

on Smoking & Health, 
Edmonton was one of the 
first Canadian cities to make 
outdoor patios smoke-free.

City passes on garlic mustard 


O Invasive noxious species releases chemicals 
that prevent native plant growth

There’s a new predator in 
town. 

It’s leafy and green and 
tastes great in a salad, but 
it’s also near the top of the 
Alberta government’s 
most-wanted list. 

“This garlic mustard 
species is a prohibited nox¬ 
ious weed and we don’t 
want it spreading into our 
ravines,” said Chris Saun¬ 
ders of the City of Edmon¬ 
ton’s parks department. 
“It is a foe and if we don’t 
do an34hing about it, this 
species has seriously in¬ 
vaded other parts of North 
America.” 

That’s why a group of 
volunteers and the Edmon¬ 
ton Naturalization Group 
staged a “pull” of the edi¬ 
ble invader last weekend. 


“We’re working to nip it 
in the bud,” said Diana 
Baragar of the ENG, 
adding the “alien species” 
likely originated in Eura¬ 
sia. 


The plant’s presence is 
so far limited to the Mill 
Creek Ravine, but the city 
and province would like to 
keep it from becoming 
more pervasive.

In June 2010, Alberta's 
Weed Control Act expand¬ 
ed its invasive species list.

“It’s a weed species we 
would like Edmontonians 
to know about,” said Saun¬ 
ders.

St. Albert Public Library is 
pulling the ebooks of one 
publisher from its virtual 
shelves in response to 
what its chair calls an “ar- 
bitraiy, unreasonable and 
expensive lending limit.” 

This follows a policy an¬ 
nounced March 1 by 
HarperCollins requiring li¬ 
braries to repurchase 
ebooks after 26 circula¬ 
tions. 

“Ebooks cost as much 
or more for public li¬ 
braries to purchase as con¬ 
ventional books,” said 
Kelly Aisenstat, St. Albert 
Public Library board chair. 
“And as far as 1 know, 
HarperCollins did not 
have any consultation 
with libraries.” 

The library will boycott 


St. Albert Public Library 
holds about 500 ebooks, 

75 of which are published 
by HarperCollins. 

► In a statement, the 

publisher said it changed 
its ebook policy partly 
because of the increase in 
e-readers, which it predicts 
will hit 40 million this year. 


its ebooks until the pub¬ 
lisher rethinks its stance. 
Aisenstat hopes other 
lenders will follow suit. 

But for Edmonton Pub¬ 
lic Libraries, e-titles are 
too valuable to close the 
chapter on HarperCollins 
just yet. 

“After Christmas, we 
had such a demand for 
ebooks we are now includ¬ 
ing their circulation in our 


monthly numbers,” said 
Louise Frolek, FPL director 
of collections manage¬ 
ment and access to vision. 


Frolek said she would 
rather have some access 
than ban the publisher’s e- 
titles outright.

A five-judge Appeal Court 
panel held the federal gov¬ 
ernment’s feet to the fire 
yesterday, grilling its lawyer 
about an assertion that 
prostitution laws aren’t 
putting sex workers in dan¬ 
ger. 

Last year, an Ontario 
judge struck down the laws 
against keeping a common 
bawdy house, communicat¬ 
ing for the purposes of 
prostitution and living on 
the avails of the trade. 

Superior Court Judge Su¬ 
san Himel found the laws 
contributed to the danger 
faced by prostitutes, forcing 
them to choose between 
their liberty and safety. 

Sex-trade workers argue 
the laws prevent them 
from working indoors 
where it’s safer, taking time 
to talk to a potential client 
to assess the risk they pose 


and hiring bodyguards. 

The federal and Ontario 
governments are appealing 
the ruling, arguing there is 
no obligation to maximize 
the safety of prostitutes, be¬ 
cause it is not a constitu¬ 
tionally protected right to 
engage in the sex trade. 


Ottawa’s lawyer, Michael 
Morris, argued that prosti¬ 
tution itself is dangerous 
and the harms are posed 
not by the laws, but by vio¬ 
lent pimps and johns. Mor¬ 
ris had a tough go in front 
of the judges, as they close¬ 
ly scrutinized and at times 


appeared incredulous at the 
government’s claims. 

“1 find it hard to under¬ 
stand why it’s not self-evi¬ 
dent that these provisions 
harm the ability to cany 
out prostitution safely,” 
said Justice David Dohei^.

Manitoba launches campaign to save wheat board 


The province of Manitoba 
launched a media cam¬ 
paign yesterday in a bid to 
save the Canadian Wheat 
Board, saying farmers 
should be the ones to de¬ 
cide how it’s run. 

The campaign is in re¬ 
sponse to Agriculture 


Minister Gerry Ritz’s an¬ 
nouncement after the fed¬ 
eral election that his 
government will disman¬ 
tle the CWB next year. 

“The Harper govern¬ 
ment believes that the 
last federal election gave 
it the mandate to disman¬ 


tle a farmer-run organiza¬ 
tion. That logic, frankly, 
escapes me,” said CWB 
chair Allen Oberg. 

Premier Greg Selinger 
said three out of four 
farmers want the right to 
vote on whether the CWB 
should be dismantled. 


Currently, all wheat and 
barley producers must 
market their grain 
through CWB. 

Selinger said the de¬ 
mise of the wheat board 
will cost 400 direct and 
2,000 indirect jobs in 
Winnipeg and will also 


have serious effects on the 
town of Churchill, the on¬ 
ly inland shipping port on 
the Prairies. 

Selinger acknowledged 
the campaign is an unusu¬ 
al step, and said he has 
not talked to the federal 
minister or to the other 


Prairie provinces. He said 
the province will consider 
legal action if it fails to 
see a vote. 

In a statement, Ritz 
called the actions of the 
Manitoba government dis¬ 
appointing.

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Libyan rebels break Misrata siege

Libyan rebels yesterday 
broke out toward Tripoli 
from the opposition-held 
port of Misrata, 225 kilome¬ 
tres to the east, cracking a 
government siege as fight¬ 
ers across the country 
mounted a resurgence in 
their four-month-old revolt 
against Moammar Gadhafi. 

The rebels gained a 
diplomatic boost as well 
when a visiting German for¬ 
eign minister said the oppo¬ 
sition government was “the 
legitimate representative of 
the Libyan people ” 

Guido Westerwelle was 
visiting Benghazi, the capi¬ 
tal of the rebel-held east of 
the country, to open a liai¬ 
son office and hand over 
medical supplies. 

He stopped short of full 
diplomatic recognition of 
the Transitional National 
Council, as has the United 
States, awaiting the ouster 


of Moammar Gadhafi from 
his more than 40-year rule 
in the oil-rich North African 
country. 

Germany has refused to 
participate in NATO 
airstrikes in Libya and with¬ 
held its support for the UN 
resolution that allowed the 
attacks. 

What started as a peace¬ 
ful uprising against Gadhafi 
has become a civil war, 
with poorly equipped and 
trained rebel fighters tak¬ 
ing control of the eastern 
third of Libya and pockets 
of the west. But fighting 
had reached a stalemate un¬ 
til last week when NATO 
began the heaviest bom¬ 
bardment of Gadhafi forces 
since the alliance took con¬ 
trol of the skies over Libya 
under a UN resolution to 
protect civilians from Gad¬ 
hafi’s wrath.

Losing support 


In London yesterday, 

Libyan analysts reported 
that Gadhafi lost another 
close official who defected 
and fled the country. 

Sassi Garada, one of the 
first men to join Gadhafi 
when he took power; left 
Libya through Tunisia, 
according to analyst Noman 
Benotman. 

;► Guma el-Gamaty, U.K. 
organizer for Libya's interim 
council, also confirmed the 
defection. 

Initial reports said Garada, 
who reportedly passed up 
several military promotions 
over the years to stay out of 
the limelight and serve 
Gadhafi, fled to Britain, 
where he has family mem¬ 
bers, but Benotman said 
Garada was in Switzerland.

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Smuggling ring 
smoked out 

O African diplomat and wife involved with Serbian crime 
ring, Romanian officials say O Crossed border weekly 


Prosecutors found 1,800 
cartons of smuggled ciga¬ 
rettes yesterday in the car 
of an African diplomat’s 
wife, who claimed diplo¬ 
matic immunity and only 
left the vehicle when police 
smashed its windows. 

The woman and her hus¬ 
band, the second counsel¬ 
lor at the Congolese 
embassy in Belgrade, are 
suspected of working with 
a Serbian crime ring that 
smuggled tax-free ciga¬ 
rettes from Montenegro to 
Romania. 

After a two-hour stand¬ 
off, officers smashed the 
windows and discovered 
the cigarettes stashed in 
the car, which had been 
specially altered to trans¬ 
port the contraband. Some 
cartons were stacked

Morris Conte, 45, was 
last seen May 21, 2010, in 
Caledon, about 60 kilome¬ 
tres northwest of Toronto. 

Some of the Bolton, 
Ont., man’s remains were 
found the next morning in 
the Sugarbush area of Oro- 
Medonte Township, north 
of Barrie, provincial police 
said yesterday. 

A resident walking on 
Valley Woods Drive saw 
what appeared to be hu¬ 
man remains and reported 
the gruesome find to po¬ 
lice. 

Later that afternoon, 
more than 100 kilometres 
from the first site, a person 
in Lake of Bays Township, 
east of Huntsville, discov¬ 
ered more human re¬ 
mains.

Maple bids 
for TSX 


Maple Group, the Canadi¬ 
an consortium looking to 
buy TMX Group Inc., has 
launched its $3.7-billion 
hostile bid, pitching it as a 
stronger platform for 
growth compared to a 
friendly merger with the 
London Stock Exchange 
Group. 

Calling the Toronto ex¬ 
change a global leader, Luc 
Bertrand, Maple Group 
spokesman and vice-chair¬ 
man of National Bank 
Financial, said, “Our vision 
at Maple is to build on (its) 
strengths rather than 
shore up the LSE’s 
weaknesses.” 

For the Maple deal to go 
forward, TMX shareholders 
must vote down the 
proposed merger with the 
London exchange at a 
meeting on June 30.

Air Canada’s customer-ser¬ 
vice agents and other air¬ 
port workers are on strike 
after their union and the 
airline failed to reach an 
agreement. 

A spokesman from the 
Canadian Auto Workers 
union, which represents 
the 3,800 striking employ¬ 
ees, says pensions and 
wages were key sticking 
points. 

Union president Ken 
Lewenza had said earlier 
there was a “huge gap” be¬ 
tween the airline and the 


union on those two issues. 

Air Canada says it has a 
contingency plan in place 
to continue operating a full 
schedule even as the strike 
goes ahead. 

The airline urges passen¬ 
gers to check its website be¬ 
cause a high volume of calls 
could make it a long wait to 
get through to its call cen¬ 
tres, which were largely op¬ 
erated by employees who 
have walked off the job. 

The union aired its con¬ 
cerns on pensions well be¬ 
fore the strike began. 


The airline had proposed 
that new hires would re¬ 
ceive defined contribution 
pension plans instead of 
the defined benefit plans 
current employees have. 

The company’s unions 
agreed to accept numerous 
concessions worth billions 
to help the company to sur¬ 
vive, but they insisted their 
defined benefit pension 
plans be saved. 

Union officials have said 
the airline wants also to gut 
the pensions of current 
workers, the Canadian press 


Urban Canadians aren’t 
getting letters today, but 
the union representing 
striking postal workers 
wants you to know that 
wasn’t its decision. 

Canada Post is limiting 
letter delivery in cities to 
Monday, Wednesday and 
Friday because the postal 
service has lost $65 million 
since the strike began, offi¬ 
cials said yesterday. 

“They are digging to the 
bone. They are pushing 
major customers to go to 
the competition,” Canada 
Post spokesman Jon Hamil¬ 
ton said.

Testing for autism 
not an exact science 

O Not enough evidence for routine screening for autism, researchers say 


Not enough sound evi¬ 
dence exists for routine 
screening of all preschool¬ 
ers to determine whether 
they have autism, re¬ 
searchers said Monday. 

In a paper published in 
the online edition of the 
journal Pediatrics, a team 
at McMaster University in 
Hamilton said that screen¬ 
ing and diagnostic tools 
are still being developed 
and revised, and no thera¬ 
pies have a “curative out¬ 
come or well-established 
efficacy to change the 
course of the condition.” 

More research is needed 
because none of the 
screening tests currently 
available has “high sensi¬ 
tivity, high specificity and 
high predictive value ... in 
a population-wide screen¬ 
ing program,” wrote Dr. 
Jan Willem Gorter of the 
CanChild Centre for Child¬ 
hood Disability Research, 
and colleagues. 

But the American Acad¬ 
emy of Pediatrics has tak¬ 
en a different stance, 
recommending that 

screening for autism be in¬ 
corporated into routine 
medical practice. Gorter 
said in an interview that

ment such a program you

“Clearly autism is a de¬ 
velopmental disability that 
has a huge impact on chil¬ 
dren, lives and families 
and society, so that would 
be a good reason for 
screening.

Majority of Canadians not 
prepared to cover costs of 
a critical illness: Survey 


A new survey suggests 
many Canadians aren’t tak¬ 
ing the steps needed to fi¬ 
nancially prepare for 
health-care costs that may 
crop up in the event of a 
critical illness. 

Among more than 2,000 
adults participating in the 
Desjardins Financial Securi¬ 
ty Health Survey, three- 
quarters of respondents 
said they feel the health¬ 
care system won’t cover all 
costs related to treating a 


critical illness. 

The survey found 64 per 
cent of respondents are 
worried they wouldn’t be 
able to afford to pay the bal¬ 
ance for treatment. 

Respondents also ad¬ 
dressed the issue of poten¬ 
tial financial shortfalls 
during recoveiy from a crit¬ 
ical illness. Among those 
polled, 53 per cent felt they 
would be able to cover 
eveiyday expenses such as 
food, housing, transporta¬ 


tion and clothing, or pay 
monthly bills (48.7 per 
cent). 

The survey suggests a 
critical illness could also 
cause some respondents to 
re-evaluate retirement 
plans. The poll found if re¬ 
spondents were faced with 
a critical illness that caused 
them significant financial 
hardship close to their ideal 
retirement age, 63 per cent 
would postpone retiring to 
focus on rebuilding their 
nest egg. 

SOM Surveys, Opinion 
Polls and Marketing con¬ 
ducted the survey on behalf 
of Desjardins Financial Se¬ 
curity from April 13-20.

NBA enters 
off-season of 
uncertainty 

As Dirk Nowitzki and 
Dwyane Wade traded big 
shots in a thrilling NBA fi¬ 
nals, with fans tuning in at 
levels the league hadn’t 
seen since the days of the 
Kobe-Shaq Lakers, the ques¬ 
tions came more firequent- 

ly- 

How can commissioner 
David Stem tell all those 
viewers to go watch some¬ 
thing else? 

How can they shut it 
down now? 

“It’s an odd position, 
when the game is the best 
it’s ever been, when the rat¬ 
ings are the highest they’ve 
ever been, when the excite¬ 
ment is the greatest it’s 
ever (been),” players associ¬ 
ation lawyer Jeffrey Kessler 
said last week. “It’s sort of 
odd to see the owners say 
we’re going to destroy this 
game unless you change 
this whole system. Players 
just want to play.” 

When the Dallas Maver¬ 
icks finished off the Miami 
Heat Sunday, it sent the 
NBA into a most uncertain 
off-season. 

Owners and players are 
nowhere close on a new 
collective bargaining agree¬ 
ment to replace the one 
that expires June 30. With¬ 
out a new deal, players say 
they have been told by the 
owners they will be locked 
out. 

The NBA was reduced to 
a 50-game season by a work 
stoppage in 1998-99, and 
the loss of games is a threat 
now. Citing league-wide 
losses of about $300 
million US this season, the 
league hasn’t budged on its 
desire for significant 
changes to the financial 
stmcture, ranging from re¬ 
ductions in the length of 
contracts and the amount 
of guarantees, to an 
overhaul of the salaiy cap 
system that would prevent 
teams from being able to 
exceed it, as they can now 
under certain exceptions. 

The championship 
clincher was the highest- 
rated Game 6 ever on ABC, 
in large part because of the 
Heat, whose star power cre¬ 
ated a must-see team. 

The re-emergence of 
teams like the Chicago 
Bulls and, to a lesser 
extent, the New York 
Knicks over the last season 
has also piqued interest in 
some of the NBA’s 
traditionally strong 
markets, the associated press
